17 
years, for burial, be understood a 
joking rem ark the young man made to 
him a month ago when the two met 
on the street. 
The young man, a son of Mrs. Mil­ 
ton Klugh, of Reading township, near 
Hollinger’s school house, committed 
suicide by handing himself to a rafter 
in the feeding entry’ of the barn at 


I the Klugh home Thursday evening 
about 6 o’clock. 
When the young man accosted the 
undertaker 
several 
weeks 
ago, 
ho 
said, “Mr. Emig, do you w ant a job?” 
Not comprehending the boy’s strange 
question, Mr. Emig laughed the inci­ 
dent away. 
Word of the boy’s rash 
act, however, brought back vividly the 
conversation. 
For several weeks young W eigert 
had been threatening to take his life, 
but no one 
accepted 
his 
rem arks 
seriously. 
The only motive for the 
suicide, according to the family, is 
th at the young man had been wor­ 
ried since he quit work at the garage 
of Paul Lerew in East Berlin several 
months agio, to help his step-father, 
Milton Klugh, on the farm. 
Just a short time before going to ( 
the barn Thursday to take his life, 
- young Weige rt told one of hi* half*. 
sisters th at he was going to hang 
himself. 
The girl, believing he was 
only joking, answered. "Aw, go on, 
you’re crazy.”

his mother are said to have had an 


I altercation, which led to heated re­ 
marks between the two.

The suicide’s laxly was found by 
I his half-brother, Earl Klugh, I J, who 
went to the barn to get some corn 
j for the chickens. 
Upon opening the 
door to the feeding entry’, he. found 
; the body of Charles swaying hack and 
forth, a rope around the neck, and 
I one end tied to a rafter. 
Earl immediately calk’d his mother, 
w’ho 
rushed 
to 
the 
barn 
and 
I cut the rope from her son’s neck. 
When the Ixxly was taken down, there 
w’as still a few signs of life in the 
y’oung man and all the common m eth­ 
ods of restoring circulation in such 
cases were resorted to in an effort 
to save his life.

was 
notified and he, in turn, summoned 
Dr. Eugene Elgin, of East Berlin, but 
upon his arrival he pronounced life 
extinct. 
Finding the young man dead, Dr. 
Elgin called Dr. Edgar A. Miller, Bal­ 
timore street, county’ coroner, 
who 
went to the Klugh home. 
The cor­ 
oner, after viewing 
the body 
and 
hearing the storv of the family, is­ 
sued a verdict of suicide and decided 
that an inquest would be unnecessary’. |

greatest good to the largest number 
of people concerned. 
When a Cham­ 
ber of Commerce is functioning only 
for a small, selfish group, with only 
its own interests at heart, that com­ 
munity is set ba^k many years in its 
development. 
“A real Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
should not cater to any one particular 
class in tho community, but should 
be interested in latter schools, better 
agriculture, better streets, better liv­ 
ing conditions, as well ai better mer­ 
chandising. 
“No special group in the Chamber 
of Commerce should be in control of 
its policies, but the Chamber should 
crystallize the sentiment of the com­ 
munity for direct action for the bet­ 
terment of the community. 
Every 
person in the community is benefited 
by anything that benefits that com­ 
munity. 
Have better schools, better 
lights, better streets, betted stores 
and the whole community benefits/’ 
i 
The speaker then went into the 
problem of the paid, full-time secre­ 
tary', asserting that such a man is 
trained to “have 
his ear to 
the 
ground” to catch the sentiment of the 
community and to 
crystallize 
that 
sentiment for action by the Chamber 
of Commerce. 
By concrete example he showed the 
growth and progress of several com­ 
munities smaller 
than 
Getty: burg 
which have flourished because they 
employed a full-time secretary. 
Har­ 
risonburg, Virginia, and Port 
Alle­ 
gheny. this State, were two examples 
of what can be done with a live secre­ 
tary, Dr. Moffett said. 
The former 
town, he declared, has been made the 
censer cf a large poultry producing 
area and the latter has taken a new' 
lease on life after several large cut 
glass factories shut down for lack of 
business. 
While Dr. Moffett said Gettysburg 
should carry on 
national 
publicity 
campaigns to attract tourists to the 
town, he said that this 
phase of 
Chamber of Commerce activity should 
not be developed to the exclusion of 
the development of the trade area 
served by the town. 
Tourist trade, 
he added, is seasonable and it was 
therefore essential to have the town 
and stores as attractive as possible 
during the off season to attract per­ 
sons in the trading area. 
Dr. Moffett flayed persons outside 
he Chamber of Commerce who eon- 
♦ inn ally “knock” it and those persons 
in the organization who do not take an 
active interest in its affairs. 
He said Gettysburg should have a 
Chamber of Commerce of not less than 
’’OO members with a yearly fee of $25. 
♦ he services of a secretary who can 
handle national publicity, a

rating system, and agricultural and 
industrial development projects. 
At the conclusion of his address, pr. 
Moffett and his 
brother, 
who 
ac­ 
companied him here, answered numer­ 
ous questions members of tho trade 
l>ody have been called upon to s o lv e 
from time to time.

out in the discussion which followed 
that 
many 
afiricultural

needed in Gettysburg cannot be got­ 
ten from the rural district of Ad­ 
ams county, but must be imported, 
emphasizing, it was pointed out, the 
need of a 
wide-awake agricultural 
committee of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce to instruct farmers what 
is 
needed in town that they can raise. 
At the close of the discussion, at 
the suggestion of President Cook, Dr. 
Moffett was given a rising vote of 
thanks for his address. 
President 
Cook said he felt sure everyone pres­ 
ent had received a new conception of 
Chamber of Commerce activity and 
the pressing need of a paid, full-time 
secretary for the local trade organiza­ 
tion.
